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The objects of this Association shall be to form 
a more nearly perfect union and fraternity among 
the members of the society, to defend the interest of 
the Filipino teachers in general and that of the 
Philippine Teachers" Association; to promote among 
the members of the Association social intercourse, to 
assist the government, to advance the interest of the 
people, to bring before the people in the most effec- 
tive way the purposes of the government as repres- 
ented by the Department of Public Instruction, to 
mutually protect and benefit the members of the Asso- 
ciation. 

(Art. II Constitution of the Philippine Teachers^ 
Acsociation.) 

Such are the objects that promoted the creation of 
Philippine Teachers' Association which can be contained 
in these two words, union and progress- 

Union and progress; these are the two incarnate 
desires, which though handicapped by unconceivable 
difficulties through ever-rolling centuries, has remained 
»Uve within our breasts fostered by that nourisher of 
liie, Hope. 



Union and progress; these are the two holy causen- 
which impulsed the patriotic heart of our illustrious- 
hero, Dr. Jos^ Rizal, to give up his own dear life. 
He knows that his death will be the only zeal which- 
will forever annihilate that monster of oppression which, 
guards the portals of the orient sun, thus preventing 
him from dispelling the gloom which reigns around. 
Dr. Rizal knows well that his death means life to- 
one nation, and that his blood means the nourish- 
ment of the thousands of hearts which suffer the thirst 
of oppression and slavery. 

Dr. Rizal gave his dear life without hesitatioi* 
because he forsaw that his death means the union^ 
and the progress of the people he so dearly loved. 
And we, as Filipinos and as teachers, are we to disappoint 
our beloved hero*s belief ? Are we to let it fall down 
on the dust and be trampled underfeet ? Are we to 
let the wind blow the fragrance of his almost celestial 
thought? 

His body now rest in his tomb and his souV 
has ascended the stars but the living spark kindled ii^ 
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our fietirts shall' fofever 6laze #ith the nxxrt of the e'V'6r«** 
rolling centurie^^ to come. 

Umoil and progress are the incarnate causes of 
the sacrifices and deaths of the heroes of our land. 

Union nnd progress are the blended incarnate pur- 
pose of the Philippine Teacher&' Association* Union 
and progress are at o ice the pedestal and the mo- 
nument of their hopa, the protoplasm of. their desire. 

Many strange prophecies have been forcasted by 
lYiany modern prophets of fate upon the Filipinos. 
One of these even ventured to say that Filipinos can 
never become united together. Of course we know 
it is a great farce. Dear brethren, let us take the 
lead; let us show to the world that it is a slander; 
h^t us be united together. Let the teachers from the 
distant and secluded barrio schools to the insular 
teachers of every town and province, let each and 
all join the Association, thus showing ourselves once 
more as people believing that in union there's strength. 

Dear brethren, are you yet hesitating? Don't yet 
turn your faces. Let us tell you some of the benefits 
to be derived from this Association. 

Firstly, the promotion of union and solidarity 
among the teachers of all the provinces far and near 
and as a consequence the social intercourse between 
people of different provinces throughout the Philippine 
Islands will be greatly developed and as a result of 
this consequence the Filipinos will bo consolidated into 
one compact nation having one motto: 'Union and 
progress." The result means added pros[)erity to the 
country. 

Secondly, the interest of the teachers will then 
be aroused to the highest tension from the results 
above stated thus adding more to the success of the 
Department of Public Instruction and of the Go- 
vernment. 

Thirdly, the mutual protection and benefit work 
of the Association extended to ^every member means 
a great deal— a protection against misfortunes and ca- 
lamities which may happen to come unbidden at 
nny moment. As an example of this we have the 
case of oire of our enthusiastic comrades, Mr, A. 
Ilaya of Cebii. The comfort and helps which come 
pouring in from every friend upon the ill-lucked compa- 
nion will alone relievo him of half his misfortune 

There are many other priceless benefits we can, 
get but they are too innumerable to be related here 

Knowing all the benefits above stated, fellow tea- 
chers, are you yet to hesitate ? Won't you yet throw 
that mantle of bashfulness and seclusion which has 
so long kept you at the bottom ? Won't you like to 
117 upwards, where the sky is clearer, the air purer 
the horizon wider? Come, and join us. What? Did 
JQU say and would any one dare to say, "We'll 
join when we see that the Association has already 
accomplished some great thing"? 

This is an excellent idea, but won't it be a far 
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noblel^: kd tfe join the ranks^before th^€attl« is issued 
or is issuing, than when tW fight fs already half- 
won^ What would you call a soldier who ir^uMt tioi^ 
join the lines until the victory is almost gained? Yon 
would not think much of his courage, would youf 
and whw th? victory v's ^^n, who would you call 
the real horoes ? Of course, not those who have lately 
joined who did so only to share the already won 
glory of victory. 

Come^ then^ fellow teachers, swell , the ranks; foin 
us to win the glory. We* are long in waiting for 
your help. We need your co-operation j- and certainly 
you would not refuse it. 

Let provincial committees he established on all 
provinces, since ample autonomy is granted. You can 
do it. Let there be a strong link between each teacher 
in the Philippines, It is one of our duties. Let the 
bond of friendship, brotherhood and the ussociation 
bind each one of us, thus exerting among our own coun- 
trymen a powerful element which will influence and 
lead every one of them and every one bf us towards 
the culmination of our sacred purpose. 

Fellow teachers, in the name of progress, in the 
name^ur dear country, and in the honor of our pror 
fesion^ come -nnd join the phalanx of the Philippine 
Teachers' Association.

Address delivered by Mr. H. A. Bordner, Di- 
vision Superintendent of Bulaican, in the inaugu- 
ration of the Philippine Teacher's Association, on 
that province, which took place Jan. 11th 19O8. 

Mr, President, Members of this Association, and 
Ladies and Gentlemen: — 

I consider myself highly honored by being asked 
to address the members of this association— the teachers 
of Bulacan Province. 

Somewhere in the BOOK of all books it says 
"No man liveth unto himself/' and in the same 
BOOK it is said *'It is not good for man to be alone'' 
and of much more recent origin comes the saying 
"In union there is strength''; I have no doubt but 
that the teachers of Bulacan have had some or all 
of th^se quotations in mind when they founded "The 
Philippine Teacheis Association of Bulacan." 

The combination of persons who belong to the same 
profession, trade or occupation into unions is a very 
prevalent and customary' occurrence in occidental 
countrie9 and more or ks9 oommon in the orient. 



The result, value, and importance of such organizatio&$ 
must necessarily depend on several things. 

In the first place the character of the men, and 
women who make up or constitute an organization aire 
the most important factors in determining the treUd 
and vjilue of its existence. 

The social, political, and reli<i:iouf4 condition of fl 
country together with vital existing problems which 
are begging for solution form another fuctor that d«» 
termine the value of an organization. 

The intent and purposes of the men and womHn * 
who form an organization have a great deal to do 
with the importance of the organization. 

It is therefore safe to say that if men and Wo* 
men of ])rains and aptitiule, together with high aftd 
noble intention?*, jiosBO-^sing breadth and depth of cha* 
racter bind themselves into a union or organization 
in a country in which there exist burning questioM 
and problemr* for isolation, and if these very men add 
women meet and deliberate for devising solutions lor 
applying retnedie?^ when needled, I repeat, it is safe to 
say that 8uch an or;jjanization is of the highest type . 
and is fraught with value to both the members and 
the community in wliicb the society exists* 

Let us consider for a few moments the Condition 
of the school^' in the archipelago in general and thote 
in Bjlacan in particular. The primary object for Which 
schools exi't is to give every child an education,— a 
training of the mind, eye, and hand coupled With .a 
certain amount of ethical or moral elucidation so that 
the child may become a law abiding, peaceful citizen; 
capable to earn a living for hifnself and family and 
capable to tike an intelligent part in the civic function^ 
of his town, province and country. Do our schools 
give this education to all the children? Do our schools 
give the proper kind of training of a satisfactory (laaliiy 
and quantity? An^ the schools financially receiving 
sufllcient aid? Do the schools have the proper mor^^l 
support of the community i. e. of the various indivi- 
duals which comprise the community? Is the attitude 
of the various officials, municipal, provincial and insular 
satisfactory? , 

There is no doubt but that the answers to the 
foregoing questions would all be negative, and if thlH 
be so then there arises at once the question, why? 1 
have neither the time nor the ability to enter into 
a full discussion of these questions but I shall devote 
some time to them for I am thoroughly convinced 
that conditions can at least be improved if not com* 
pletely alleviated. 

The school facilities fn Bulacan, nor in any part 
of the archipelago, are insufficient to educate every 
boy and girl. There are two reasons why this is so. 
There is not enough money spent on the public school 
and too much is used for police and military pur-i^ 
pose. Take a Concrete example; a certain town iiy

an adjoining province has 26 municipal police who 
receive 18 pesos per month and a chief of police who 
receives 60 pesos a month making a month expen- 
diture of 518 pesos. In this same town there are 11 
municipal teachers who receive an average salary of 
P21.60or P237.60 monthly. The town actually spends 
more than twice as much for police as for teachers. 
It is certain that if they would spend still less for 
teachers and schools they would have to spend still 
more for police. The remedy for this insufficiency 
of the public school is the provision of more school 
funds. This is one of the burning problems that 
should demand attention from this organization. 

Do the schools give the prop'^r kind of training 
of a satisfactory quality and quantity? The answer to 
this query is dependent on the teacher and not on the 
officers in charge of the schools. A complete discuss- 
sion of this problem involves a discussion of the 
teachers. In the circular letters of the 1907 series 
there has repeatedly appeared this statement, *'The 
school is no better than the teachar.^^ And I might 
add that the teacher is no better than his training, 
or he is no better than his salary, but his salary 
depends on his training, and his training determines 
, his value. 

The Bureau of Education in the past has con- 
sidered that a boy or girl who can road and write 
can act as a teacher or at least as an assistant tea- 
cher. This is erroneous because '*A third grade boy 
cannot teach a first grade class." Of course in the 
early days of the organization of the public schools 
we frequently had to hire teachers who were totally 
unfit to teach because they lacked preparation. As 
time advances the requirements of teachers should and 
do become higher. In the Normal Institute for Fi- 
lipino teachers conducted in 1904 there were about 
95 of the teachers in Bulacan enrolled in the lowest 
grade— grade IV then, and grade V now. In the 1907 
institute, our last, there were but 16 teachers in 
thi« grade. This shows that in 3 years we got rid 
of no le»ft than 79 teachers belonging to our present 
6th grade, fend I trust that by June of the present 
year we shall be able to put ourselves on record 
as having no teachers lower than grade VL In 1904 
we had no teachers who had completed the interme- 
diate course of instruction and today we have at 
least 25 teachers who have completed the intermediate 
course. 

In the Division of Bulacan there are given two 
grades of appointments to municipal teachers-— per- 
manent and temporary- Temporary appointments are 
given to all beginning teachers. If such teachers whose 
original appointments were made in June give satis- 
factpry service during the following six months the 
appointments are made permanent. Temporary teachers 
are not Wanted and in almost every case they are 
retaiaed only because no better material is available 



for appointment. The members of this association 
may feel sure that temporary teachers will receive 
permanent appointment after six months trial pro- 
viding the work is satisfactory, and that tempo- 
rary teachers after having served six months during 
which they have not demonstrated capacity or abili- 
ty will be dropped just so fast as better candidates 
for appointment are available. The salaries of teachers 
in Bulacan province depend on the kind and class of 
work the teachers are able to do and on the amount 
of school funds at the disposition of the division su- 
perintendent. 

As time advances and progress continues the edu- 
cational qualifications of teachers will become higher. 
I am of the opinion that in less than 5 years no one 
may be appointed to teach who has not completed 
the intermediate oourse. Knowledge of subject matter 
coupled with unlimited patience and sympathy, toge- 
ther with tact and a love for hard work and per- 
sistent application and a high moral standard are the 
desirable and necessary qualifications of every teacher. 
Enhancing the qualifications of teachers thereby in- 
creasing their efficiency together with securing better 
financial emoluments is another field in which this 
organization should lavishly spend a part of energy. 

Time forbids me to take up the three other ques- 
tions. Do the schools have the proper moral support 
of the community — the people? Of the officials? And 
do they received proper patronage? 

In conclusion I should like to outline what I 
consider should receive attention, deliberation and re- 
commendation of the members of this association, and 
for that matter from all of the teachers belonging to 
the Bureau of Education. 

1. Recommendations on how the schools can be 
made more efficient. 

2. Recommendations to the Philippine Assembly 
to make better financial provisions for the schools, 
through proper and adequate legislation. 

3. An effort to raise the educational standards 
of the teachers. 

4» United effort should be made to win the 
wholesome support of the public, citizens, children, 
and officials* 

5. You should enkindle enthusiasm among you 
for the schools of Bulacan and to induce the people 
of the province to patronize our schools rather than 
those of Manila. 

6. Efforts should be made to bring about and 
maintain good fellowship among the teachers. 

7. You should encourage benevolence; give help 
to one another in time of want or distress 

8. The exchange of ideas in order to obtain 
better methods of instruction should form a part of 
every program for the meeting of this organization. 

In fact there is no limit to the number and 
amount of good things this association may accomplish. 
Stay out of politics and religious controversies nad 
consecrate yourselves to your noble profession and 
strive ever to reach lofty ideals.

THE FATHER OF HIS COUNTRY 



George Washington was born in Westmoreland Coun- 
ty, Virginia, on the 22d of February, 1732. He 
was the eldest son of a planter, Austin Washington 
to Mary Ball. 

At the time of George Washington's birth, his 
father lived by the banks of the Potomac in West- 
moreland Country. 

George's father owned a large and valuable pro- 
perty in lands which he acquired chiefly by his own 
industry. 

We believe, that, in the concerns of business, 
he was methodical, skilful honorable, and energetic. 
His occupation was that of a planter, This kind of 
work had been the pursuit of nearly all the prin- 
cipal gentlemen of Virginia. 

Austin Washington died at the age of forty-nine. 
He was buiied in the tomb of his ancestors. Each 
of his young children inherited a vast separate plan- 
tation. To George were left the lands and mansion 
where his father lived and died. They were five young 
children. The eldest of whom was eleven years old. 
And he was George. The superintendence of their 
education was confided to their mother^ Mrs. Was- 
hington. Her good sense, assiduity, tenderness, and 
vigilance overcame every obstacle. 

As the richest reward of a mother's solicitude 
and toil, she had the happines to see all her children 
come forward whith a fair promise into life, filling 
the sphere alloted to them in a manner equally ho- 



norable to themselves, and to the parent who li%| 
been the only guide of their prineiples, oonduoti nxm: 
habits. I 

George Washington attended only a rural school^ 
Tradition says that he was inquisHive, docile and 
diligent. It adds that he formed his schoolmates into 
oompanies, who paraded, marched, and fought mimio 
battles. In the^e battles he was always the commander 
•of one of the parties. 

He was very fond of all athletic sports. He liked 
the games of running, jumping, wrestling, tossing bars, 
and other feats of agility and bodily exercises; 

He continued these practises until he was a tall 
grown man. While at school, his probity and demeanor 
had won the defference of the other boys. In their 
disputes he was niade their arbiter. And George nevef 
failed to be satisfied with his judgment. 

His manuscript school books, have been preserved, 
frojn the time- he was thirteen years old. **Foritll 
of writing" was the name of his manuscript; It oori* 
tained bills of exchange, receipts, bonds, indemnitureS) 
bills of sale, land w.irrants, leases, deeds, and wilhi» 
They were written out with care. The prominent wordtf 
were in large and varied in imitation of a clerk^t 
hand-writing. Then followed selections in rhytne. Thes0 
were distinguished in good sentiments. In them pervaded 
the religious tone and not the poectical beanties. 

But his ^^Rules of Behavior in company and 
ronversaliou is the most reooarkable part of the book* 
It is a system of maxims and regulations of conductv 
This book is very important. It is suited to form 
the habits of a child. Also it is fitted to soften and 
polish the manners. It is good to impress the obli» 
gation of the moral virtues. 

It teaches what is due to others in the socltl 
relations. And above all it inculcates the practise oi^ 
a perfect self*ontrol. • r 

This code of rule^ had an Influence upon hit 
life. His intercouse with men, private and public, wai 
marked with a fitness to occasions. His earliest com« 
positions were often faulty in grammatical coaetruotiofliC 
By practise, readihg and studying, he gradually oveif* 
came this defect. In the choice of his words, he wai 
always scrupulous. In this respect his language majf' 
be said to have reflected the image of his mind, in 
which candor, sincerity, were prevailing traits.

extra-habe^y no pueden sulrir dichas consecuencias.

-dando un paso mas, adelante, trata de extender en 
las islas las escaelas de Artes y Oficios, esto es, quiere 
hacer obreros, y lo conseguira. 

El complemcMilo de la Escuela de Artes y Oficios 
debe ser la de Bellas Artes. Sin el dibujo, en to<ios 
8US raraos; sin la pintura, la acuarela y el pastel; 
sin la escultura, la Escuola de Artes y Oficios carecera 
de su cornplemonto artfstico. El Secretario de Instruccion 
piiblicM, 8r. Shuster dijo en la reeepci6n del Partido 
Popular Nacioufilista, que la Escuela se establecera, por 
estar en el progrania del gobierno. 81 se hace, mere- 
ceni nuestro aplauso «incero, porqne un pais esencial- 
mente artista, que ha dado pintores como Luna, Re- 
sureccion, Hidalgo y Enriquez, que ban obtenido pre- 
mios en las Exposiciones de Bellas Artes en Europa, 
tiene derecho a que no se olvide este ramo importante, 
en donde tenemos ya ''pioiniers/^ que aseguran, que 
ese esfuerzo no sera vano. Si los filipinos llegan 
j1 ser pintores, eecultores y grabadores de primer orden, 
cosa muy factible, si se tiene en cuenta su senti- 
miento artfstico, se habra abierto a este pais la base 
-de nuevas carreras y de nuevos triunfos. 

Pero la sociedad requiere no solo obreros inte- 
ligentes, instrucci6n primaria; necesita del propio niodo 
la ensefianza de las carreras literarias, las que adop- 
tan las clases acoimodadas; y este ramo lo tiene com- 
pletamente abandonado el gobierno americano de las 
Islas, sin duda, porqae ya existen Centros docentes 
A cargo de los elementos catolico-romanistas. El go- 
bierno no paede, ni debe abandonar este ramo; debe 
iijarse en el una vez completado su programa con rela- 
oion a la ensefianza prinmria. 

^'El Renaciiniento'' haciendo eco del sentir general, 
arremete ya sin embajes, ni rodeos, contra los estable- 
Cimientos de ensefianza de jesuitas y frailes, porque 
oree que en ellos, en vez de ensefiar, se imbuye a los 
ninos y j6venes, errores y prejuicios inconcebibles. En 
Londres he visto jovenes procedentes de esos Centros 
docentes, con titulos tan extrafalarios, que no ban 
podido menos de causarme impresion desagradabilisima. 
Hubo un j6ven de 18 anos, que traia los titulos de 
Bachiler en Filosofia, Agrimensor, Ingeniero Civil, In- 
ge nierode minas e Ingeniero de montes, lleno de or- 
gullo y vanidad por sus adelantos, y sin embargo, 
aquel desgraciado filipino, cuyos padres habianle pro- 
-digado recursos, entusiasmados con la capacidad de su 
hijo, no sabla absolutamente nada de los principios 
rodimentarios que se ensefian en las Academias Euro- 
peas autorizadas i librar tales tftulos. Es impossible 



seguir con el sistema actual; y las necesidades de la 
juvent'id intelectual requieren mayor atencion. Verdad 
es, que ya tenemos en embri6n una Escuela de Me- 
dicina laica; pero esto no basta; preciso fundar ese 
Centro en donde los filipinos puedan tambien adquirir 
los titulos para esas otras carreras. Se ha pretendido 
resolver la dificultad con el envio de pensionados d las 
Universidades y escuelas profesionales de America. Ya 
van volvienfLO los jovenes con sus carreras termiaadas; 
pero no sabemos que se hayan subvencionado otros que 
establezcan la corriente iniciada: y es que resulta lo 
logico: que los estudiantes que aspiran ^ esas carreras 
ornamentales y dispendiosas no se amoldan d las pen- 
siofies por insuficientes, sino que buscan el ambiente 
ilmplio que necesitan para su alimento intelectual las 
clases progresivas y pudientes. En el Jap6n, se fun- 
daron escuelas y Universidades al estilo earopeo y ame- 
ricano y no al espafiol, que representa el retroceso; 
pero no se cometio el error de encerrar la instruccion 
dentro de la nacion, sino que aquellos Centros docentes 
eligieron luego los alumnos mas aventajados que fueraa 
d completar su instruccion en los Centros docentes de 
Europa, y gracias a este sistema de exteriorizaci6n, el 
Jap6n ha marchado y marcha en cuanto n la ense- 
fianza cientifica y profesional, a la altura de los paises 
mas adelantados. 

No basta esa ensefianza interior; hay que aprender 
tarabit'n la escuela del mundo y el trato sofeial. Ahora, 
por consecuencia de las condiciones especiales del pais^ 
no debe olvidarse tampoco lo que un asambleista filipino 
quiere con acierto, que se inculque a los nifios, que 
amen a su patria, conozcan a sua heroes, estudien lar 
liistoria de su pais, la historia verdadera, n.6 la escrita 
por esos frailes y zanganos que mienten a mds y mejor; 
y para esto de cuidarse de dar lo misrao a los estu- 
diantes en Filipinas, que a los que aprendan «n el 
Extranjero, una orientacion fija en el orden de su 
nacionalizacion; y esto se consigue, mediante la sub- 
ordinacion de la juventud en el Extranjero a elementos 
interesados en el provenir de su patria, como hieieron 
los* japoneses, subordinando sus estudiantes a sus re- 
presentantes en oada pais. Cuanto bien hizo en este 
orden el amigo, el filipino Jose Maria Basa en Hongkong;

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LA FE DE RIZAL EN EL 
CARACTER DEL PUEBLO

Hay innumerables aspectos bajo los cuales la vida 
y ensenanzas de Rizal pueden eer estudiadas. He 
«scogido un solo aspecto, a saber: su fe eu el caracter 
del pueblo filipino: su creencia en el futiyo. Rizal no 
solo vio que el caracter de este pueblo es esencialmente 
genuino y sano, sino e]ue vio esta naturaleza sana de 
la vida y el corazon pertenece al pobre y al ip:norante 
ill igual que al rico e instrufdo. El tuvo fe en el canlcter 
filipino como la basede todo el progreso tilipino. Algunos 
han creido que Rizal habia retratado este caracter con 
exageracion, Yo no lo creo asf. Creo que el retrato es 
el de un maestro, un reflejo vivo y verdadero. 

Algunos han acusado d Rizal de ingrato, que en varios 
de sus escritos, particularmente en sus anotaciones a los 
^'Suceso«^ de lasJslas Filipinas de Morga" habia quitado 
toda importancia ti los servicios prestados por la civiliza- 
<3i6n de Espafia. Si Rizal erro en este respecto debemos 
tener presente que el escribi6 esos articulos contestando a 
a,quellos que querian enaltecer esos servicios rebajando 
la cultura de los filipinos antes de la conquista. Rizal era 
muy celoso, no de su reputacion personal, sino de la 
reputacion de su raza^ y la calumnia. el vilipendio y la 
mofa lanzados contra su pueblo herian grandemente 
su alma. 

La reforma ))oliticn ])opular(le la ('poca de Rizal era 
la asimilacion a las mfnuMuH espnnolas, la politica 
iisimilistn. Rigorosanjente lialjlimdo Rizjil n'> era parti- 
dario de esta politica. Comprendio sus desventajas 
politicas y euan facil era que semejaiite politica podia 
convertir a sus devotos en objetos de ridiculez y de la 
mofa social. Eu la persona de l).a V'ictorina pint(') lo 
id3Surdo y vulgar de las nianeras espanolas postizas, y 
de igual modo, la })ersoMa repugnar)te del capitiiu Tiago 
--en paz con el gobierrio, con la iglesia y eon su propia 
couciencia—pero a costa de todo instiuto burnano, 
indepetulieute y del respeto propio, contrasta eu el "Noli 
Me Taujiere" con un grupo de bombre.s huniildes cuya 
bondad caballerosidad, sentiuiientos delicados y cuali- 
dades admirables, songeuuina v indistintamente filipinos. 
Ell el admirable capitulo de ''El filibusterismo," en 
donde el gran conspin.dor Sinioun y el joven estudiaute 
de medicina Basilio entablan a media iioclie una con- 
versacion en ei bosque fronterizo a Laguna de Bay, 
Simoun exclama:--"Reclamais igualdad de derechos, la 
«spanolizaci6n de vuestras costumbres, sin comprender 
que lo que pedis es la muerte, la destruccion de vuestra 
nacionalidad, el aniquilamiento de vuestro pueblo y la 



consagraci6n de la tirania! ^,Qu6 serji de vosotros en el 
futuro? Un pueblo sin caracter, ana nacidn sin libertady 
todo en vosotros sera prestado hasta los propios de- 
fectos," 

Suponemos que estas extremas declaracioiies de 
Simoun no representan los verdaderos sentimientos de 
Rizal como no pueden representar su poUtioa las fntrigae 
sin escrupulo y de venganza del mismo personaje; la 
que Rizal quiso manifestar en el cardcter de Sltnouii 
es poner de relieve de modo exagerado para que pudiese 
llamar la atenci6n, la necesidad de la f6 y confianza 
en el caracter nativo. 

La cuesti6n que preocupo la vida de Rizal ha sido la 
del caracter de su pueblo entre los pueblos del mundo^ 
y este es el problema de la edad presente, un prohlenaa 
que cinco centurias de descubrimieato, de conquista y 
relaciones han doterminado un climax cuya soluci<$a 
no puede ser aplazada por mas tiempo. De algiin 
modo () de otro durante el presente siglo, las razas deben 
ponerse en contacto, en una mejor relacion unas coa 
otras, una relacion (}ue comprenda la raiitua inteligencia 
y estima, el miituo respeto y auxilio. A tal resultada 
solo puede llegars(i por medio del progreso de todas las 
razas interesadas, por un reconocimientode ideas morales 
comunes, por la lucha, por la recti tud comiin y por la 
conservacion de una paz coinun. Todos somos heraderos 
de un legado comun al rninl cada raza y pueblo en capai 
(i« aportar su contribiciou ciracteri'-<(ica. 

En este gran uiovimitMito, cada raza [aqtiellas rasuis 
al meuos viriles y quH viu en ainnento, y de estas la 
malaya es una de rllas] debe inborir por su propio 
futuro, debe esc.oger lihreruente los medios de su progreso 
y hacer p t si misni i lo mejor que n[\^ cualidades inhe- 
rentes le proporcionan. La humauidad no tiende k la 
formaciou de un solo tipo sino mas bien a una conjuncida 
fraternal bajo di versos tipos de raz!i y caracter. 

En esta gran labor de todas las razas y pueblos, loa 
filipinos tieneu un lugar, quizas mucho mas grande 
que el entrevisto por la viei6n profetica de Riza.), y 
los filipinos ti(?nen una legitiraa ambicicSn para hacer. 
bien la parte que les corresponde y aporta su od-* 
tribucion caracterlstica. 

^, 'omo podra efectuarse esta participaci<5n?^Por me-- 
pio de la asimilacion al tipoespaftol a al tipo ameri- 
capo? No, sino mas bien perfet cionando el cardcter 
filipino mismo. ^Y como ha de etmoblecerse, elevarse 
y perfeccionarse mas el caracter filipino? Mi contes-

Pero esos caballeros, nos dicen; debeis persistir en 
las aniiguas costumbres, conservar vuestra propia cul- 
tura indigena. Mis amigos; no existe ya la cultura 
puramente indigena excepto en la barbaric. La cul- 
tura puramente indigena desaparecio hece siglos en el 
primer comienzo de su progreso. El nialayo priinitivo 
angio sapn, era rudo morador literato del bosque. 
No conocia el empleo de animales sino que incendiaba 
su primitivo ''kaiiTgia" y plantaba con sus propia s 
manos.

Con esta 
civilizacion vino la formaciiSn de ciudades, la intro- 
ducci6n de la agricultura, las satisfac.iones de la 
vida, el conociraiento de las letr.is [de aqui el al- 
labeto indigena filipino y los sisteujas de escritura] 
el cultivo de altas creencias religiosas y la elevaci^n 
de las ideas y sentimientos malayos.

Esta 
gran transformacioi) trajo consigo el conocimiento de^ 
la polvora'y las fortificacipnes; desenvolvio el comer- 
cio en anchos limites y^ creo estados politicos coma 
los sultanatos de Jolo y Mindanaw. 

Mds tarde vinieron la civilizacion europea, las 
predicaciones del Cristianismo, y estas fuerzas obrando 
por 300 alios, han puesto a los filipinos en contacto 
con los pueblos europeos, han hecho de estas Islas 
parte de la cristiandad, de la cultura occidental, y 
han preparado a este pueblo para la gran labor que 
aun le espera, para la contribucion que ha de dar 
a las necesid^des del mundo.

The Aetas are related with the Afro- Americans 
in some of their bodily characteristics, such as, in 
hair and skin. They have low foreheads,; flat wide 
iioses^ oval faces, prominent abdomen-^ and sliin 
shanks. Their means of living are fishing, hunting 
with bows and arrows, '*Kanana" [knives] and spears; 
and raising brown rice and J tuber plants. They are 
exceedingly dirty and herpetic, yet some Cliristians in 
the barrios near the mountains carry on trade with 
them. There is a variety among them, the most savage 
go naked; some wear breech cloth, while others in the 
simi-civilized state are clad in trousers and «Bhirts. They 
are lovers of music, and play with dexterity g'litar, 
bamboo violin and flute. Stealing is unknown among 
them for fear of punishment which is death. They are 
a very chaste people, and their marriages are for 
life and indissoluble. 

One of their characteristics is proverbial, they are 
incredelous but they believe in this adage, "Tell me 
your love by deeds and not by words*^ i. e., if you 
have done a kind act to them or given them a piece 
of cloth, salt, or tobacco; as a consequence thereof they 
will have faith in you as a **pateP' [brother] and 
stand by you in time of danger and neerl; because an 



act ot this kiiid for them is Worth * inore than a thdw^' 
sand words of kindness. '^ 

It is believed, however, that the civilizing aw.»:y 
of the homogenous inhabitants around the Aetas had 
in Feme respects transformed their manner of living; 
as evidently seen i?i their clothing, musical instru- 
ments, weapons and the like. The remarkable change 
speaks against th»i physical degeneracy of 'the Aetas 
dwindling race: while the transition of their survival* 
is likely to overruiu rather than underrun;"and *the- 
refore we hiay expect that the}' are bound to de- 
velop in some way and their future will be a fruitful* 
one. Nobody knows where tliey came from; but our 
relial)l-t tradition says^ they are one of the first oc- 
cupants in the Filipino Archipi('lago, of bete ro^a^v nous 
ancestry and social hahits. The old Negritos are 
dying out, and their little children, knowing little of 
their past, are takin»j; th(Mr steads. Hence this is the 
most convinient time to gather up a store of originaV 
facts about these tribes. 

In short, the ethnology, ethnography, and philology 
of the savag(^ peoples in the Philippines form a study 
of great and trascendental importance, which confronts 
the Filipino youth nowadays.

The Manila City Teachers' Institute. 

By Edgar M. Uedyard, 

Head of Department of Science, Manila High School, and Instructor in the Manila City Teachers' Ins^titute. 



I have been requested by the Editor of the Filipino 
Teacher to write an article on the Manila City Teachers' 
Afternoon Institute, giving my impressioris of the pre- 
sent plan of instruction. The writer is well aware that 
the views herein expressed may not coincide with those 
of some others, but such would probably he the case 
if the article were written by any other one of the 
three hundred people directly, or indirectly, interested 
in the Institute. 

I began teaching in the Tondo Night School 
lOur years ago and have been connected with the • 
night school or the afternoon school ever since. Four 
years ago the day school teachers and the regular 
night school pupils were taught by the same teachers 
in the same classes. The day school teachers and 
the night school pupils were not separated by any 
clearly drawn lines. If the teachers constituted a 
class by themselves it was because of their better 
preparation. 

In the school where I taught there was an ear- 
Best attempt made, by both the principal and the 



teachers, to ;xeL ti^ood resnlts. The pupils generally 
sliowed cosidcrablc interest in their work. It is hardly 
believed, however, that the result were satisfactory to 
all concerned. 

There were several reasons why the best results 
could not he attained, few of which will be mentio- 
ned. It was the general rule for teachers to attend 
the night school nearest the place where they lived 
or tau<.^ht scliool, and, consequently, the entire body 
of city teachers could not be assembled at any one 
point. This prevented very good grading, as enough 
pupils were put in one class to make sufficient work 
for one teacher even if the grading was rather loose. 
Work in a night school is always difficult and is 
made more so when the minimum number of oil 
lamps rather than sufficient electric lights are used. 
In some cases where I taught even some of the 
lamps in use were extinguished leaving no means of 
instruction except the ^'lecture method". There. was 
not at that time a sufficient supply of good, higher 
texts for all the pupils, and it is doubtful if high 
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priced books would be furnished for Wl the pupils 
in the night schools of Manila under the old system. 
Many of the women teachers objected to going out 
in the evenig as it is against the customs < f the 
country. 

The inclement weath'^r and the inability to get 
conveyences in the evening kept others away. In 
some cases the rooms were not sufficiently lar^e for 
the classes and some disorder and consequent inat- 
tention prevailed in spite of the best teachers. All 
the above mentioned conditions could not be reme- 
died without an entire change in the plan, which 
was accomplished in 1906 when the present Teftchers' 
Institute was orijHnized. It may be stated that the 
ni^ht Hchool pupils were and are yet tano;ht in 
night school after the organization of the special 
school for teachers. The condition in the night schools 
are much improved as compared with those of some 
years ago. 

The place to hold the afternoon school was very 
wisely chosen. The Manila Hio:h School huildino: is 
the best arranged, coolest, and most commodious 
building used for public school purposes in the Phi- 
lippine Islands. In adition lo the decided advantages 
of the building over any other in tlie Islands, the 
school is very centrally located. Street car lines on 
either side of the school bring pupils from Pasay, 
Malabon, Pasig, and all parts of the City easily 
and quickly. The rooms accommodate all of the tea- 
"chers swithout crowding and there is a large audi- 
torium which is' used for assembling the teachers for 
addresses or for any other purposes. Concerts are. 
frequently held in the Botanical Gardens, which are 
within three minutes walk of the school, and tea- 
chers frequently go there and spend a pleasant hour 
after the afternoon session. 

When the first afternoon school was organized 
the work of grading the pupils began at once. Some 
little dissatisfaction was exprressed by some of the 
teachers, but subsequent work in the clsses proved 
that the grading was well done. It was found that 
some teachers needed academic instruction while oth- 
ers needed methods. The first year was given ovor 
largely, and wisely, to academic work; while in the 
second year some nethods of teaching were introduced. 
The present pain is to combine instrction with the 
best methods of teaching. Such work when e^irried 
on with practical teachers will be the means of bringing 
the teaching force of the Manila schools up to a very 
high standard. This is now rapidly being done. 

There are several application for every position 
as teacher in the afternoon school and the principal 
has, therefora, a wide choise. 



The teachers are selected for their ability to 
teach certain subjects and therefore the iiistractioa is 
quite certain to be as good as in any day-flchoal. 
All the teachers are regular day schoor teachers. 

During the first year of the school the time te* 
ught each day was one and one-half hours; daring 
the second year two hours instruction per day were 
given; at present one honr and forty minutes are 
given to the work daily. 

An objection might possibly be raised regarding 
the length of time given to each class [about thirty- 
one minutes], and anoder, regarding the lack of time 
to prepare lessons. In regard to the first it might 
be 6«id th^t a thirty- minute period is lona enough 
for teachers who have already done a day's work, and 
to the second, that teachers will derive a great deal 
of denefit from e^en a shot, period if attention is 
given during the recitation. Not so much can be ac- 
complished as in the long double periods of the mor- 
ning day school, but in my classes the results have been 
very gratifying. The teachers certainly get much bet- 
ter ideas for teaching arithm-^tic, language, elementary 
science work and other branches from a study of the 
higher subjects which logically follow the lower ones. 

With the afternoon school, the City offers special 
inducements to teachers from all parts of the Islands. 
Many of the pupils in the classes of the writer are 
graduates of the Philippine Normal School or under- 
gradiiates of the Manila fiigh School, or proyincial 
schools who have taken up subjects like zoology, geo- 
metry, and second year literature for the first time and 
so have an opportunity of continuing the work they 
began in the above named schools. On the part of 
these pupils, and those of two clas-^es in botany, there 
is a great deal of interest shown and a real desire^ 
to get what may he obtainad in the daily work. If 
any objection is ottered to school it will probably be 
found to exist with teachers with no real student 
instincts, or those whose hope of advancement is entirely 
passed. 

That it is possible to do the work in the afternoon 
school is shown by ' the fact that some teachers not 
only teach or do principal's work in the mornings 
attend the afternon school, but go out in the evening 
and earn money teaching in tiie night schools. 

As stated at the outset the views of the writer 
^are entirely personal an<l any one is at liberty to 
disagree with them in any or all particulars, but it 
is my sincere o[)ini()n that the teachers generally like 
the Institute for the benefits they derive from it and 
if it were to be abolished would oppose such action 
At any rate if instruction is to be given it is best 
as at present, given in a systemacic way.

OP 

The Provincial Committee of Bula<^an 



PREAMBLE 
We the Filipino Teachers of Bulac.4n Province in- 
Drder to have better understanding of one another, to 
again mutual help, and to promote our conamon in- 
terest and welfare, do hereby organize an Associa- 
tion and ordain to ourcjelveH to support and obey the 
lollowing Constitution and By-Laws. 

I— NAME 

The name of thi« Association should he known as • 
the Philippine Teacliers' Association of Bulacan Province. 
II— MEMBERSHIP AND BENEFIT 

Sec. 1. Any person, who is actually teaching in 
the I'rovince of Bulacdn either in the public school of 
in the private school and who is willing to pay a 
monthly due of thirty centavos (80) can become a member 
lof this Association upon signing an application for 
membership. 

Sec .2. Any other person can be elected as ho- 
iio)*ary member of this Association, provided that he 
is actually working along educational line in this Pro- 
vince 

Sec. 3. (a) The family of a diseased active mem- 
ber shall receive one hundred pesos (P 100.00) from 
the.fufid of the Association provided that such sura 
is available in time of death of the deseased member. 
(b) Any active mpmber of the Association, who has 
been such member for at least six months, shall, in case 
he be out of employment for at last two school weeks, 
bacause of lack of found in tne Municipality where h^ 
has been teaching , receive from the Association a certain 
sum of money at a rate of fifteen pesos (^F 15.00) per 
month for, at the longest, a period of one month, (c) 
Any active member, who on account of sickness be 
absent from duty for at least a period pf five conse- 
cutiv'e days, will receive from the Association a benefit at 
the rate of fifty ceptavo's (O.oO per day as long as he 
or ehe is sick. 

Ill— GOVERNMENT 
Sec, 1" (a) The power of this Asssciation shall 
be vested upon one principal governing body having 
provincial jurisdiction, which should be known as the 
Provincial Board of Directors. 

(b) This Provincial Board of Directors shall be 
composed of all the provincial ofiicer. 

(c) The Provincial Board of Directors shall have 
the following powers; 

1'*. To collect monthly dues and other incedental 
taxes. 

2." To adopt and pass resolutions for the whole 
Province. 



3". To approve or reject every Municipal Cora* 
mitee resolution sent to it. 

4". To issue circulars and proclamations to every 
Municipal Commitee whenever it deems nescesary. 

5". To appoint representatives to organize Muni- 
cipal ComTnittfes. 

H". To fill vacancies occuring in the Municipal 
or Provinciai' officess. 

7". To suspend any member or officer who does 
rot comply with his or her duties, provided that is 
within the Constitution and By-Laws. 

8. To temporarily settle all Constitutional and 
By-Laws question and the trouble arising therefrom 
until the next general meeting gives the final decision. 

9. To do all other things that will be for the 
common interest and welfare of all the members of the 
Association. 

Sec. 2. [a] This Association shall have branches 
in the different Municipalities or School Districts of 
the Province where such can be organized, [b] Each 
of the Municipal or district branch shall have a local 
governing body which should be known by the name 
of Municipal Commitee. [c] The Municipal Com- 
mittee shall be composed of all Municipal officers, 
[d] The Municipal Commitee shall have the power. 

L — To collect local monthly dues and other ince- 
dental taxes. 

2 — To call on the members of the local Association 
for holding either regular or special meetings. 

H. — ^To adopt and pass resolution with the other 
members of the local Association. 

[e] The Municipal Commitee shall have the fo- 
llowing duties: 

1. — To make monthly report concerning the con- 
dition of the local Association to the Provincial Board 
of Directors. 

2. — To make monthly financial report and send 
it with to the cash to the Provincial Board of Directors. 

3. — To forward to the Provincial Board of Direc- 
tors all local resolutions, accusational complain^ or pet- 
tional papers of a member or members of the local 
Association .
